Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs,  Alford  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1953. 

The  health  of  the  people  in  the  District,  as  far 
as  can  be  judged  by  vital  statistics  has  remained  satisfactory. 

I  have  again  included  Tables  showing  the  trends  since  1948, 
the  first  year  for  which  accurate  records  are  available.  In 
this  connection  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  value  of  this 
part  of  an  Annual  Report  is  largely  as  ’’history” . 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Disease,  notifications 
on  the  whole  showed  an  increase  in  comparison  with  1952,  and 
this  was  largely  due  to  an  epidemic  of  Measles  which  was  wide 
spread.  Cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  at  intervals  during 
the  spring  and  summer  and  as  a  result  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
and  minor  surgical  procedures  were  discontinued  in  the  District 
for  a  time.  The  Council  is  alive  to  the  need  for  intensive 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  propaganda  campaign  during  the  "close'* 
season  for  Poliomyelitis.  Once  again,  no  cases  of  Smallpox, 
Diphtheria  or  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified. 

Full  details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  are 
given  in  Section  "C"  of  this  report  and  from  this  Section  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  Council  may  well  take  very  great  credit 
for  the  continuing  steady  progress  which  has  been  made  with 
regard  to  water  supplies  and  sewerage. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  Report  that  131  new  houses 
have  been  completed  since  1945,  with  a  further  8  under 
construction,  and  that  a  number  of  unfit  houses  have  been  made 
fit  for  human  habitation.  In  this  connection  one  may  mention 
the  legislation  which  is, at  the  time  of  writing,  before 
Parliament  concerning  housing,  slum  clearance  and  the  control 
of  food  and  drugs.  Some  Councils  may  well  regard  this 

impending  legislation  with  feelings  of  anxiety  and  interest, 
but  I  feel  that  in  view  of  your  Council !s  constant  but  often 
informal  action  to  secure  either  the  demolition  or  renewal 
of  unfit  property  in  the  District,  the  proposed  new  housing 
powers  should  evoke  interest  without  anxiety. 

Another  matter  engages  the  attention  of  all 
District  Councils  at  the  end  of  1953.  That  is  the  suggestion 
that  in  the  early  months  of  1954,  meat  will  come  off  the  ration 
and  it  is  assumed  the  Ministry  of  Food  will  cease  to  be  the 
distributors  of  meat.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  very  early 
official  guidance  will  be  given  on  the  question  of  slaughter 
houses  as  I  do  feel  that  it  would  be  a  most  retrograde  step 
to  return  to  the  pre-war  multiplicity  of  private  slaughterhouses 
many  of  which  were  quite  unsuitable  and  owing  to  their  scattered 
nature  meat  inspection  and  supervision  were  often  found  to  be 
totally  inadequate.  If  it  should  be  that  private  slaughter 


houses  are  to  return  into  use  then  the  standard  should  be 
reasonably  high  and  if  the  Council  is  to  be  given  control, 

I  do  hope  that  their  minimum  standard  will  be  a  high  one* 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  gratitude  for  the  co-operation  I  have  received  from  the 
General  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  District.  I  wish  to 
thank  Mr.  Yeo  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  given  me  in 
the  preparation  of  this  report. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  help  and  encouragement  I  have  received  from  the  Council 
during  the  year,

Area  (in  acres  )  56,285,  The  Rural  District  of  Stratton 

Ts  mainly  agricultural  in  character  and  the  tourist  industry  in 
the  coastal  area  forms  an  important  part  of  the  community  life* 

■Population.  The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the 

po pula t ion  for  the  mid-year  to  he  5,630  compared  with  5,595  in 
the  previous  year.  The  "Natural  increase’5  in  the  population 
is  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths.  In  1953  there  were  51  deaths 
and  95  births,  44  more  births  than  deaths. 

Vital  Statistics.  It  is  important  that  too  much  weight  should 
no  t  Toe~  "a  1 1  ache  a  to  small  variations  in  these  rates  from  one  year 
to  the  other,  particularly  where  relatively  small  populations  are 
involved  -  attention  should  rather  be  paid  to  the  trend  of  these 
rates  over  a  period  of  years. 

Deaths .  The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the 

district  for  the  year  was  51  compared  with  60  in  1952.  The  crude 
death  rate  based  on  the  mid-year  population  was  9,58  compared  with 
10.72  in  the  previous  year.  The  following  table  has  been 
compiled  for  comparison  with  previous  years  :~

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  District 
with  the  mortality  for  England  and  Wales,  it  is  necessary  to  make 
a  correction  to  allow  for  the  difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  two  populations.  This  is  done  by  applying  to  the  crude 
death  rate  of  the  District  an  ’’Area  Comparability  Factor”  which  has 
been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  0.88  for  this  District. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate,  therefore,  is  8.43 
which  may  be  compared  with  that  of  11,4  for  England  and  Wales. 


Births .  The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  this  District 

was  95  compared  with  92  in  1952.  The  rate  per  thousand  of  the 
population  is  16.86.  When  the  Registrar  General *s  Area 
Comparability  Factor  for  births  (1.15)  is  applied  to  this  figure, 
the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is  19,38  for  this  District  compared  with 
15.5  for  England  and  Vtfales, 

Stillbirths .  The  number  of  stillbirths  during  1953  was  1. 

Illegitimate  births.  There  were  8  illegitimate  births  assigned 
to  the  District  during  the  year.  2  male  and  6  female,'  compared 
with  3  in  1952. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

Infant  Mortality.  The  number  of  infants  who  died  before 

reaching  their  first  birthday  was  2,  1  male  and  1  female.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 
in  Stratton  Rural  District 


General  Medical  Services . 

General  Practitioners,,  The  population  is  provided  with 

general"  medic  si  services  under  Part  4  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  by  the  General  Practitioners  resident  in  the  District  and 
in  adjoining  Districts. 

Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing.  Midwifery  Services  in  the  district  are 
provided  by  IT]  the-  family  doctor  -  ante  and  post-natal  care  and 
home  confinements.  (ii)  the  County  Council  -  district  midwives, 
(iii)  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  -  hospitals  for  delivery  and 
treatment . 


The  County  Council  provides  nurse  midwives  who  attend 
general  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  the  home. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  staff  for  an  Ante¬ 
natal  clinic  held  at  The  Castle  Green,  Launceston,  for  mothers  who 
may  be  admitted  to  hospital  on  medical  grounds  for  their  confinement. 

In  1952  Old  Tree  Maternity  Home  was  opened  and  it  is 
available  for  those  mothers  whose  homes  are  considered  unsuitable  for 
domiciliary  confinement.  Trebarras  Nursing  Home,  Liskeard  is  also 
still  available  for  this  purpose.  During  1953  a  small  number  of 
beds  for  maternity  patients  were  made  available  at  Tavistock  Hospital. 

Health  Visiting.  The  County  Council  continues  to  provide  a  Health 
Visiting  Service •  The  Nurse  Midwives  are  responsible  for  health 
visiting  in  the  District  and  are  specially  trained  in  the  care  of  the 
mother  and  young  child.  They  are  available  to  give  advice  on  health 
matters  in  the  home  or  at  the  Clinic  and  also  act  as  school  nurses. 

Home  Help  Service.  The  Home  Help  Service  is  provided  by  the  County 
(Council  and  there  is  a  local  Home  Help  Organiser  in  Bude.  (Mrs#  Robson, 
Ocean  View  Road,  to  whom  applications  for  Home  Help  should  be  addressed) • 

Ambulance  Service.  The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
Ambulance  Service ,  the  day  to  day  administration  of  which  is  carried 
out  from  the  Health  Area  Office,  Launceston. 

Hospital  Car  Service.  uUtilecon“  sitting  case  ambulances  are  used 
for  conveying  the  majority  of  sitting  cases  and  when  it  is  appropriate 
some  such  cases  are  carried  by  Hospital  Car  Service. 

School  Health.  The  County  Council  provides  an  extensive  school 

Health  service.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  of 
School  Medical  Officer  carries  out  routine  and  special  examinations 
of  the  children  and  schools  and  immunisation.  In  1954  it  is 
intended  to  offer  B.C  .G.  Vaccination  to  the  school  “leavers'1  who  are 
found,  by  skin  tests,  to  be  sensitive  to  Tuberculosis. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre.  A  fortnightly  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is 
held  in  The' TTa s 1 1  e ,  Bude.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  in 
attendance  in  his  capacity  as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 
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Dental  Clinic.  A  whole-time  School  Dental  Officer  is  based  at 

Lamices ton  and  he  works  at  the  County  Council  Dental  Clinic  at 
The  Castle,  Bude  on  one  day  each  week.  This  should,  in  time,  over¬ 
come  the  results  of  the  lack  of  a  dental  service  for  school  children 
which  was  mentioned  in  my  Report  for  1951. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinic .  A  Speech  Therapist  was  appointed  for  East 
Cornwall  in  1955  and  she  works  at  The  Castle,  Bude  each  Saturday 
morning.  During  the  **  interim  period*1'  patients  requiring  Speech 
Therapy  had  to  travel  to  Tavistock,  and  the  re-opening  of  the  Bude 
Speech  Therapy  Clinic,  therefore,  constitutes  a  real  advantage  to 
the  District*, 

Ophthalmic  Clinic .  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  Eye  Specialist  holds 
an  Eye  Clinic  for  school  children  and  children  under  school  age  at 
The  Castle,  Bude.  This  Clinic  is  arranged  as  and  when  a  suitable 
number  of  children  become  available. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic.  Also  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  at 
The  Castle,  Bude  is  an  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  held  weekly. 

Out-patients*  Clinics.  Out-patient  facilities  are  available  at 
Btratton  Cottage  Hospital  for  Medical,  Surgical,  Gynecology,  and  Ear, 
Hose  and  Throat  patients.  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  also  provides 
Out-patient  clinics  at  The  Launceston  Hospital  for  Medical,  Surgical, 
Gynecological,  Skin,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  and  Tuberculosis  patients. 

A  Physiotherapy  Clinic  is  available  at  the  Tavistock  and  Holsworthy 
Hospitals.  A  psychiatric  Clinic  is  held  at  the  South  Devon  and  East 
Cornwall  Hospital,  as  is  also  a  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. 

Chronic  Sick.  Accommodation  is  available  for  chronic  sick  cases  at 
St,  Mary* s  Hospital,  Launceston,  and  limited  Part  III  accommodation 
is  also  provided  there  for  those  cases  who  come  under  the  care  of  the 
Welfare  Authority  (Cornwall  County  Council  ).  The  Bude  Old  People1 s 
Home,  which  is  managed  by  a  voluntary  Committee,  provides  accommodation 
for  old  people. 

Hospitals .  The  District  Is  served  by  Stratton  Cottage  Hospital  and 
patients  are  admitted  to  the  following  hospitals  in  Plymouth 

Prince  of  Wales,  Mount  Gold,  South  Devon  &  East  Cornwall,  Royal  Albert 
(Devonport  ),  Alexandra  Maternity  and  the  Royal  Eye  Infirmary.  The 
Scott  Isolation  Hospital  admits  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  from  the 
District.  Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  sanatorium  treatment  are, 

as  a  rule,  admitted  to  Didworthy  or  Tehidy  Sanatorium. 

Mental  Health.  Patients  from  the  District  who  require  hospital  care 
and/or  treatment  for  mental  illness  are  admitted  either  to  St. Lawrence 
Hospital,  Bodmin,  Lanival  House,  Bodmin,  or  Moorfields  Hospital, 

I vybridge , Devon . 


After-care  is  a  function  of  the  County  Council. 

Laboratory  facilities.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Dix*s  Field, 
Exeter,  Is  the  easiest  of  access  from  this  District,  and  it  renders 
valuable  service  towards  the  detection  and  prevention  of  spread  of 
diseases  in  the  District. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  C IRCUMSTANCES . 


1.  (1)  Water. 

Two  of  the  ten  Parishes  comprising  this  Council*s  area, 
namely  Marhamchurch  and  Pounds  took,  are  within  the  statutory 
water  area  of  the  Bude-Stratt  on  Urban  District. 

Marhamchurch.  The  village  of  Marhamchurch  is  supplied  by 
The  Bude ^Stra't t on  Urban  District  main  supply.  The  supply  is 
adequate,  but  there  has  been  a  variation  in  the  quality  of 
the  water  from  time  to  time. 

114  houses  are  supplied  with  a  full  main  supply  providing 
for  a  population  of  399  persons. 

Widemouth,  Poundstock.  The  Widemouth  main  water  supply  is 
pr  o  vide  cl  by  a  pr  i  va  t  e  water  supply  Company  who  purchase  the 
water  in  bulk  from  the  Bude-Stratton  Urban  District  Council, 

There  was  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  quantity  of  water 
available  at  Widemouth  during  the  summer  months  in  consequence 
of  the  Water  Company ?s  action  in  sinking  a  second  borehole  to 
augment  the  supply  from  Bude.  Throughout  the  summer  the  yield 
from  this  borehole  was  very  considerable. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory,  but  complaints  were 
received  in  regard  to  discolouration  due  to  the  presence  of 
oxide  of  iron.  It  has  been  suggested  to  the  Vtfater  Company 
that  the  water  from  the  borehole  should  be  allowed  to  settle 
in  their  storage  reservoir  before  passing  on  to  the  consumer 
in  order  that  this  oxide  of  iron  might  be  removed.  At  present 
the  water  from  the  borehole  is  pumped  direct  into  the  supply 
main. 

98  houses  are  provided  with  the  full  main  supply. 

Kilkhampton.  The  water  supply  at  Kilkhampton  is  derived 
from  two  boreholes,  which  serves  with  a  full  main  supply 
61  dwellinghouses ,  2  schools.  Public  Conveniences ,  and  Parish 
Hall,  and  a  further  61  houses  draw  their  supply  through 
standpipes.  47  houses  continue  to  use  their  own  private 
wells . 

During  the  year  a  third  borehole  was  sunk  from  which  there  is 
a  promise  of  an  abundant  supply.  A  fourteen  days  continuous 
pumping  test  yielded  over  14,000  gallons  per  day.  This 
quantity  was  limited  by  the  capacity  of  the  pump,  and  it  is 
known  that  the  actual  yield  of  this  borehole  is  considerably 
in  excess  of  that  figure.  The  quality  of  the  water  from 
all  the  boreholes  is  satisfactory. 

Grimscott,  Launcells.  During  the  year  the  water  supply 
scheme  for  Grimscott  has  been  completed.  The  work  included 
the  laying  of  400  yards  of  2”  rising  main  from  the  existing 
pumphouse,  the  construction  of  a  brick  and  concrete  storage 
service  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  7,000  gallons,  and  the 
laying  of  750  yards  of  3”  spun  iron  main  therefrom  through 
the  new  Housing  Estate  and  the  existing  hamlet. 
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An  abundant  supply  is  obtained  from  a  borehole  and  the 
quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory. 

At  the  present  time,  18  houses  have  been  connected  to  this 
supply,  and  five  connections  have  been  made  for  farm  supplies. 

stv  Gennya  .  The  privately  owned  water  distribution 

system  serving  the  houses  in  the  Brockhill  Hoad  area  at 
St.  Gennys  has  now  been  taken  over  by  the  Council,  and  is 
being  supplied  from  a  borehole  sunk  by  the  Council  in  1951. 

During  the  year  some  1100  yard3  of  3h  asbestos  main  have  been 
laid  to  re-place  the  original  1H  main  distribution  pipe.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  remainder  of  this  1!?  pipe  will  be  re-placed 
with  a  larger  main  within  the  next  two  years. 

The  supply  from  the  borehole  continues  to  be  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

55  houses  are  supplied  with  water  from  this  scheme. 

Week  St.  Mary.  The  preparation  of  the  water  supply  scheme 
for  this  village  has  been  completed  and  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  Council  are 
proposing  to  invite  tenders  for  this  work  early  in  the  Spring 
of  1954. 

Woodford,^ Morwens tow .  The  village  of  Woodford  is  provided 
wIFn  a  main  pipecTwaTer  supply.  The  yield  of  the  borehole 
and  the  quality  of  the  water  have  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 

26  dwellinghouses  and  2  farms  receive  a  full  main  supply  from 
this  source. 

A  further  6  Council  bungalows  are  now  being  erected,  and  these 
also  will  be  supplied  from  this  source. 

Bangors,  Poundstock.  In  the  year  under  review,  a  main 

water  supply  scheme  has  been  provided  to  the  Council is  Housing 
Estate  at  Bangors,  Poundstock.  This  involved  the  erection 
of  a  pumphouse  over  the  existing  borehole,  the  installation 
of  an  electric  submersible  pump  with  an  automatic  pressure 
system  and  the  laying  of  some  400  yards  of  3r<  spun  iron  water 
main. 

The  water  derived  from  the  borehole  is  satisfactory,  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

The  number  of  houses  at  present  supplied  is  16,  and  further 
houses  are  in  course  of  erection. 

Generally.  The  remainder  of  the  Council *s  area  is  dependent 
on  wells  and  springs. 

PI umbo -Solvency.  None  of  the  piped  supplies  in  my  Council fs 

area  have  a  plumbo- solvent  action. 
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( ^ )  Drainage  and  Sewerage • 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  arrangements  in  the  district 
are  as  follows  :~ 

Morwenstow,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  schemes  are  provided 
in  the  Hamlets  of  Shop,  Woodford,  Woolley  and  Gooseham, 

K1 lkhampt on ,  Work  is  now  in  hand  on  the  construction  of  a 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  scheme  for  the  village  of 
Kilkhampton  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £22,326,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  scheme  will  be  completed  during  1954* 


Grimscott,  Launcells*  The  new  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
scheme  has  Teen  completed  at  Grimscott  to  serve  the  new  Housing 
Estate  and  the  existing  hamlet*  The  scheme  involved  the 
laying  of  800  yards  of  6,?  glazed  ware  sewer  and  the  construction 
of  the  Sev/age  Disposal  Works,  consisting  of  settling  tanks, 
percolating  filter,  and  sludge  drying  beds,  etc* 

The  final  cost  of  this  scheme  is  estimated  to  be  £3,119. 

Marhamchurch*  The  greater  part  of  the  village  is  sewered,  but 
an  ex tens Ion~ t o  the  existing  sewerage  system  is  still  required 
to  abolish  the  unsatisfactory  outfall  near  the  Duller  fs  Arms,

School  Medical  Inspections  in  the  out-lying  schools 
and  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  I  have  received  from  the  Head  Teachers 
in  this  and  all  other  matters . 

Application  for  immunisation  can  be  made  to  the 
Cornwall  County  Nurses  or  arrangements  can  be  made 
with  General  Practitioners  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946*  It  should  be  pointed  out  that 
Although  as  a  result  of  Immunisation  very  few  cases 
of  Diphtheria  now  occur,  the  disease  itself  is  by 
no  means  a  thing  of  the  past*  Carriers  of  the 
disease  are  frequently  found  and  when  they  pass  their 
infection  on  to  unprotected  children,  it  usually 
takes  a  very  severe  form.  Every  effort  must  be 
made  to  persuade  the  parents  of  all  children, 
especially  babies,  to  have  them  protected  by 
Immunisation  as  it  is  the  level  of  immunity  in  the 
population  as  well  which  keeps  the  disease  at  bay*

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An  efficient  Whooping  Cough,  vaccine  is  now  available  and 
can  be  administered  in  combination  with  Diphtheria 
Prophylactic,  It  is  very  well  worth  while  to  have 
babies  protected  from 'Whooping  Cough,  a  disease,  which, 
while  it  seldom  kills,  frequently  leaves  chronic  chest 
conditions  which  persist  through  life.

No  action  waa  found  to  be  necessary  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1925,  in  connection  with  persons  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade,  or 
under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
which  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of 
persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis, 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  patients  and  the  County 
Council  for  the  prevention  of  spread  of  the  disease 
and  after-care  of  the  patients. 

Out-patients  and  contacts  are  seen  by  the  Chest 
Physician  (  Dr,  Mellor  )  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at 
Launceston  Hospital,  The  County  Council  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  attends  the  Clinic,  follows  up  the 
patients  in  their  homos,  traces  contacts  and  sources 
of  infection  and  thus  acting  as  a  most  valuable  and 
essential  "liaison  officer”  between  the  curative  and 
preventive  services,  bridges  a  most  alarming  gap. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  at  the  end 
of  1953  all  susceptible  contacts  of  known  oases  in  the 
district  had  been  offered  B,C ,G, Vaccination,  By  the 
end  of  1953,  103  persons  had  received  this  protection 

in  Area  No,  6, 
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It  is  proposed  to  offer  B#C *G. Vaccination  to  all 
susceptible  school  children  in  the  14  year  old  group 
and  the  response  from  parents  in  the  District  has  been 
excellent#  I  must  stress,  however,  that  useful 
though  B#C#G-.  is,  the  ultimate  victory  against 
Tuberculosis  is  dependent  upon  the  time-honoured 
preventive  measures  in  which  a  good  standard  of 
living  and  sanitary  housing  must  play  a  large  part#
